spaces to offices and leave the responsibility for further 
assignment to the offices concerned* 

b* Reported the Director of Training has advised him 
that a number of our people are being invited to make speeches 
and invariably turned to Training for advice, in addition to 
clearing with Security* He suggested that the Office of 
Training be designated as a focal point for such invitations 
in order that it might be in a better position to keep tab on 
who is speaking where and on what subject and also which 
employees are qualified to speak on various subjects* Wr* 
Kirkpatrick noted that his paper on the conduct of briefings 
is about completed and recommended that Col* White’s suggestion 
be combined with it* The Director approved and asked DD/S 
and the IG to work this out* 
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
